The German Colonies. 


The report of the proceedings of the 
Paris Conference which we printed yes- 
terday announced that “satisfactory pro- 
visional arrangements were reached for 
dealing with the German Colonies and the 
occupied territory in Turkey-in-Asia.”” In 
these large questions the peoples of the 
British Empire sake some little interest, 
but we have to turn to unofficial reports, 
which may or may not be accurate, to 
discover in what these “satisfactory pro- 
visional arrangements” consist. Upom one 
fundamental matter with regard to the 
German Colores the Conference geems to 
have been agreed from the outset, There 
was at no time ‘and from no quarter any 
suggestion of returning any of them to 
Germany. As a colonising Power Ger- 
many has put herself out of court by her 
abuse of the possessions which ghe held 
before the war, She regarded them solely 


African 
Colonies as the recruiting ground of a 
black army which-should dominate the

In advocating this course 
Wilson doubtless had in mind 
more than the settlement of the questions 
immediately in view. If the Powers whose 
colonial will a 
accept the application to their cases of i 
cst á had principles embodied in 
the League of Nations idea, other Powers 
will clearly be entitled to object to their 
application in Europe, and the re-settle- 
ment of the complicated territorial 
problems of Europe om a just and per- 
manent basis will be made correspondingly 
dificult. The treatment ofthe derelict 
territories óutside Europe’ as am interna- 
tional trust, however, encounters two very 
serious difficulties. In the first piace, to 
deal with it in reference to the plan of a 
League of Nations seems to be a case of 
putting the cart before the horse. A 
League of Nations is not yet created, with 
the result that, as our Paris Correspondent 
said in the despatch which we published 
yesterday, in this question of the disposal 
of Colonies “one finds one’s self in the 
awkward position of discussing the 
efficietiéy of a measure, the possibility of 
which we entirely dependent on something 
which’ does not yet exist, and about which 
only the vaguest general ideas have been 
promulgated.” In the next place, the whole 
experience of practical politics is against 
any system of international control. In 
theory there is everything to be said os 
it. Rival claims to the exploitation of the 
great undeveloped spaces of the world are, 
perhaps, the most fruitful causes of con- 
flicts of interest leading to war. If a 
League of Nations is to be established, one 
of its most essential functions must be to 
put an end to such conflicts by removing 
their causes. The disposal of the German 
Colonies is, indeed, a test question for the 
principle of the League of Nations. The 
fact remains, however, that all con- 
dominium experiments in the past have 
proved hopeless failures. 

Mr. Lloyd George apparently may take 
credit for the reconciliation between 
American idealism and European realism 
in this crucial. matter. The question, go 
far as the German Colonies are concerned, 
has been settled provisionally on the basis 
of the status quo. They will remain in 
the hands of their present occupiers until 
the League of Nations has entered the 
domain of reality. Afterwards. the occu- 
piers will continue their administration as 
the -“ mandatories” of the League of 
Nations, under certain guarantees, but 
with virtually complete governing rights. 
Under the proposed arrangement the 
League of Nations will interfere only’to 
the extent of binding the “ mandatories” 
to the obligation of certain guarantees— 
with regard, presumably, to such matters 
as government in the interests'of the 
governed and equality of trading oppor- 
tunities for other countries. So long as 
it governs in accordance with the prin- 
ciplea-daid down there will be no inter- 
ferenc® with the “ mandatory’s”’ freedom 
of administration in the territory 
under its trusteeship. Provided always 
that the terms of the trust are exactly 
defined, this plan should satisfy both 
the principle of the League of Nations

The Government and Strikes. 


The conduct of the strike in Glasgow 
has lapsed inte pure Bolshevism. On 
Thursday the strikers demanded that the 
Government should compel the employers 
to yield, and threatened, if their request 
were refused, to adopt “any other methods 
which they might consider would be likely 
to advance their cause.” The demand was 
rejected, and they proceeded to carry out 
the threat. Yesterday strikers “held up” 
the city traffic and smashed tram-cars. 
The Riot Act was read, the police made 
baton charges, and the mob retorted with 
bottles. Many persons were injured, and at 
one time the situation became so dangerous 
that the troops were about to intervene. 
The latest reports suggest that disorder 
still prevails in Glasgow, but that the 
firm action of the authorities and the 
arrest of two of the strike-leaders have 
had good results, In Belfast no serious 
disorders have occurred, but there are no 
signs of settlement. On the contrary, it 
seems to be the strikers’ policy to force 
the employers to surrender by making the 
very life of the city impossible. They are

SERBIAN AND RUMANIAN 


INTERESTS. 


Poland and the Czecho-Siovaks, Rumania, and 
Serbia engaged the attention of the Allies’ 
representatives in Paris during their sittings 
yesterday. 

Those delegates whom the Great Powers have 
appointed to visit Poland stated the con- 
clusions they have reached after hearing 
both the Poles and Czecho-Slovaks, on the 
industrial exploitation of the Teschen dis- 
trict, pending the territorial settlement of 
the question by the Conference. ' 

Also, the representatives of the Great Powers 
heard statements of the rights and interests 
of. Rumania and Serbia in regard to the 
Banat of Temesvar. 

The French Press and the British newspaper 
correspondents are busy speculating on the 
nature of the compromise which, for the 
moment, has smoothed over the difficulties 
in regard to the disposal of the German 
colonies; but in the absence of official news 
it would be rash to take these speculations 
at their full face vatue. 


OFFICIAL REPORTS.

The Press Associaticn's Special Correspondent,

The details of the 
proposed arrangement have to be worked out, 
and as it is obvious that the Mandatory Power 
will in some cases require greater authority 
over the population than in others—in fact, 
there will have to be several kinds of mandates 
—an immediate definite agreement can hardiv 
be expected. It has been stated that the 
Government of India would be the 
mandatory for Mesopotamia. I am in- 
formed that it is thought unlikely that 
the Conference will deal directly with 
the Indian Government on this subject. The 
mandate for Mesopotamia will be offered to the 
British Government, which will be résponsible 
for the Administration "set up in that country. 
In any case, it is clear that one sort of

AGREEMENT REACHED. 


In a message dated Paris, Thursday, the 
Press Association’s Correspondent says:—Ac- 
cording to information derived from a French 
diplomatic source, the Committee of ten repre- 


| Sentatives of the Great Powers again devoted 


to-day’s two sittings to the examination of the 
Colonial problem. The entire discussion re- 
volved around President. Wilsdn’s plan, which 
consists of transferring the _ territorial 
sovereignty of the German Colonies to the 

ague of Nations, and of conferring on such 
and such a State a mandate to administer such 
and such a colony under international control. 

Mr, Lloyd George anounced that the British 
War Cabinet, at its meeting yesterday, sup- 
ported this theory of President Wilson’s. The 
representatives of the British Dominions, how- 
ever, protested energetically. 

Finally, the following agreement was reached: 
If certain of these territories contain popula- 
tions who are sufficiently civilised to give 
national expression to their special wishes re- 
garding their future government—if, in fact, 
they are capable of governing themselves, the 
League of ations will give effect to their 
desires. In the case of peoples incapable of 


.gOoverning themselves, the League of Nations 


would choose the Powers best qualified to ad- 
minister them, and which would discharge their 
mission under certain guarantees, along with 
governing rights. These guarantees would be 
created by the Peace Conference or the League 
of Nations, and would naturally differ for 
different countries, according to their local 
conditions and their rélations with the Powers 
which would happen to be chosen as manda- 
tories. Provisionally, by ytanimous agree- 
mént, the question was settled by 
a sort of status gu for Colonies in 
Africa and the Far East, which sMall remain in 
the hands of the present occupiers until ‘the 
establishment of a League of Nations has entered 
the domain of reality. For Turkey in, Asia the 
mandate theory will apply from now pn, and 
the four Great Powers will be entrusted with the 
administration of its territories. 

Members of the Commission of Inquiry which 
is to go to Poland met to-day under the chair- 
manship of General Botha. They heard the 
Polish and Czecho-Slovak, delegates, and sought 
to reach an agreement with them on the means 
to be employed to end bloodshed in the district 
of Poschen, without, however, settling the ques- 
tion of frontiers. 

Regarding the invitation sent to the organised 
Russian parties to the Conference at Prinkipo, 
the Archangel Government formally refuses to 
meet the Bolshevists. The Bolshevist Govern- 
ment has not yet made known its opinion.

ALLEGED RESERVATIONS. 


While still no details are available as to the 
Grand Council’s ‘satisfactory provisional ar- 
rangements for dealing with the (German 
Colonies and the occupied territory in Turkey 
in Asia,” says the Press Association’s Paris 
correspondent, the impressions gathered in 
various quarters since the announcement that 
such an agreement had been reached, all tend 
to show that it is regarded as putting an end to 
a period of suspense, which had even begun to 
give rise to a fear that the Conference might 
iose its sense of direction in the fog. at 
present surroundizg the League of Nations 
scheme. The official communiqué ie now 
generally regarded with more or less of relief, 
as indicating that a satisfactory corapromise 
has been attained, which will replace the origi- 
nal plan of international control, which has 
beén so widely denounced as _ impracticable. 
Though nothing can yet be stated authorita- 
tively, it is reported in one quarter that the 
proposed arrangement practically ‘supersedes the 
Treaties regarding the Colonies signed by Great 
Britain, France, Italy, and Japan in 1916, and 
makes a provisional distribution of the control 
and administration of the Colonies in question.. 
In Japanese circles it is confidently anticipated 
that Japan will be made responsible for the 
Marshall and Caroline groups, but it is added 
that owing to the secrecy surrounding the de- 
tails of the proceedings of the Grand Council, 
the newspapers have been assuming overmuch 
in concluding that there has been an unqualified 
acceptance of the compromise by. Japan and 
the other Powers. The entire question, it 1s 
declared, will be taken under further considera- 
tion by the various national groups, and, pead- 
ing final adjustment, the present position as 
regards the control and administration of 
fermer enemy territories will continue. France, 
Italy, Australia, Japan, and Great Britain, 
while agreeing to the principle of a League of 
Nations mandate, are all stated te have de- 
clined to swallow “international control,” at 
least in the sense in which it was first under- 
stood, until the plans for the constitution and 
functions of the League have assumed a more 
definite form. It is believed, however, that the 
campromise arrived at will. be _——-* ice 
ceptable, and will satisfy all reasonable hopes 
that have been entertained aa to the future of 
the former German Colonies, and it is regarded 
as eertainly assuring that none of the terri- 
tories covered by it will ever revert either to 
Germany, Austria. or Turkey.

100 MILES AN HOUR IN STORM

The strike situation in Belfast has mow 
reached the stage when it is suggested that 
friendly intervention might prove effective in 
the interest of the community’ generally. The 
extemsive paralysis of the Belfast industries is 
having a serious effect, particularly amongst the 
working classes, while business men ure natu- 
rally annoyed at being forcibly brought into a 
conflict with which they have no eoncern, and 
which is affecting them and their ‘employés 
seriously, One suggestion is that Sir Edward 
Carson and the Belfusi members of Parliament 
should ‘use their influence to bring about a 
settlement of the main dispute. On the other 
hand, it is pointed out that the men, having 
secured a large ballot in favour of the 44 hours 
week, are not prepared to recede from that 
position, and that any sugg¢stion of a compro- 
mise between their demand and the 47 hours 
which the employers are willing to grant, until 
the whole question of hours is finally settled for 
the entire industry, is likely to be turned down. 
At the same time, the more jevel-headed 
amongst the strikers realise that there Is a: 
cvtiderable amount of justice in the employers 
contention that they would be haadicap in 
carrying on the shipbuilding industry in Belfast 
in competition with crose-Channel firms if they 
had their works operating on shorter hours, in- 
volving, of course, less production for tho same 
wages bill. There is a considerable amount of 
egotism in the Belfast workmen, and they be- 
lieve that even with the shorter hours they 
could beat the production of any British firm 
working for a 47-hour week. There is a certain 
amount of justification for that belief in view 
of the fact that they created several notable 
records, such as riveting and the completing of 
standard ships during the war. The eniployers, 
while giving the men every credit for individual 
erformances of this character, still feel that the 
oss of three hours per man r week is too 
great a handicap to place upon the Belfast ship- 
yatds in confpetition with the cross-Channel 
establishments. It is felt that if the 
employés could be got fully to eA 
reciate this point of view it might 

a" (pos#ible to. get ‘heir consent ‘to , th 
47-hours as a temporary expedient, 
undertaking that whatever hours are 
adopted in the British yards would also apply 
automatically to the Belfast establishments. 

THE MASTERS’ STANDPOINT. 

It is understood in Belfast this nes 
although no official confirmation can be o 
tained on the, subject, that the Chamber of 
Commerce, which is representative of all the 
leading businesses and. industries in Belfast, 
has taken steps with a view to intervening 
and arranging a conference between the ship- 
builders and the employés. The Lord Mayor, 
it must be mentioned, has already made efforts 
in this direction, and to-day the Strike Uom- 
mittee intimates that it has received an official 
intimation from the Lord Mayor’s Secretary to 
the effect that his lordship, as requested, in- 
vied the employers to a joint conference at 
the City Hall, and that Mr. Dawson, secretary 
of the Shipbuilding and Engineering Federation, 
had replied that they did not see their way to 
accept the invitation. he 

There are signs of a conflict of opinion 
amongst the strikers in regard to the policy of 
holding up the public services, although these 
signs have not yet been publicly proclaimed. 
One section of, the strikers is beginning to 
realise that the persons most affected by the 
tramcar etoppage and the gas and electricity 
sections are the members of the strikers’ own 
families. In many cases working members of 
these families, where employment is still avail- 
able, have te wend their. way long distances 
in the rai snow to their work, while in the 
great ma@fepty of cases, in consequence of the 
gas and bveitric power being suspended, the 
workers’ flaliies are thrown idle. On the other 
hand, a seinlon of the workers is in favour of 
more drast_/ action in holding. the public at 
ransom, and) threats are even being made to 
withdraw thejgas and electricity completely, not 
even permitting the present restricted supply to 
the hospitals| and similar institutions. It is 
expected, however, that’ more reasonable in- 
fluences will prevai!, and that these threats will 
not take practical effect. 

THE UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS. 

While the Government has refused to inter- 
vene in, the Glasgow or other loca) strikes, there 
is one aspect of the matter which is apparent 
to meritbers of the community in Belfast, and 
must be equally apparent to the Government. 
The present system of unemployed benefits is 
regarded in responsible quarters as a direct en- 
couragement to strike. At present the hun- 
dreds of workers who are out of employment 
indirectly In consequence of the strike imme- 
diately proceed to the u ployment bureaus 
and register for the Fe agá benefit. As 
the great majority of these applicants are girl 
workers, who were formerly earning from 12s. 
to 20s. per week, they now get the Government 
25s. out-of-work grant. Many of these young 
women are the daughters and sisters of strikers, 
and it will be seen that in this respect the 
country is in effect subsidising the strike. 


STRIKE PATROLS. 

To-night, for the first time, a body of 2,000 
pickets, selected by the Strike Picket Commit- 
tee, is patrolling the streets and supporting 
The men wear

to conduct the strike along constitutional lines. 

There was no issue of the “ Strike Bulletin ”’ 
to-day owing to the electricity supply to the 
printing establishment where it. is printed hay- 
ing been severed as a result of a fire at Done- 
gal street a few nights ago. It appears that 
the last issue of the .' Bulletin ” was printed 
on a flat-bed printing machine by hand-power. 
The strike leaders, however, promise a double 
issue of the “ Bulletin ” for to-morrow. 


THE BREAD SUPPLY. 

The city bakery firms are becoming anxious 
about the yeast supply owing to the stoppage 
of work at the distilleries. Any shortage of 
yeast would, of course, lead to the dislocation 
of the bread supply. One bakery, which has 
been deprived of electric power, has requisitioned 
the services of a traction engine. 

The cranemen at the Coal quay resumed work 
to-day, as arranged, but owing to the with- 
drawal of the electricity suppl, «bey were only 
able to use the steam cranes. The electric 
crenemen will not be able to re-start until the 
electricity is restored. In consequence of only 
half the number of cranes being at work, only 
a limited aap? of coal will be available—less 
than one-half of the usual quantity. The strike 
leaders are still confident that their demand for 
a 44 hours’ week will be eventually conceded, 
and they are stating that some firms in the 
city, including one of the shirbuilding firms, are 
willing to grant the 44 hours, but that the 
other shipbuilding firm and a number of smaller 
engineering establishments ara holding out for 
the 47 hours, or, in other words, for the same 
hours as may be arranged in Great Britain. 

ANOTHER STATEMENT BY THE 
EMPLOYERS. 

A statement was issued this afternoon, signed 
by members of forty finishi on- 
moulding firms affected by.the strike. It is not 
signed by the representatives of tlie shipbuild- 
ing firms, who, however, published a letter in 
similar terms a few days ago. The statement is

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TRAMCARS WRECKED AND 


SHOPS LOOTED. 
Yesterday the Clyde strike took a grave turn, 
says the Glasgew *Press Association Corre- 
spondent. A mass open air meeting. of the 
workers, held in, George Square, fronting tne 
City Chambers, developed into a scene of the 
wildest disorder, Which culminated in the read- 
ing of the Riot Act, following upon baton 
charges by the police in an attempt to, disperse 
the mob. Dozens of persons were injured, rnd 
at least 40 were conveyed to the infirmaries for 
treatment.. Among others injured by bottles’ 
or stones were the Sheriff, Principal: MacKenzie, 
who read the Riot Act; . Chief., Constable 
Stevenson, Deputy Chief Constable Mennie, and 

several police constables. * “ef 
During the melée two leading members of 
the Strike Committee—William Gallagher and 


David Kirkwood—were arrested by the police, | 


and later were charged with inciting to riot. 
Both men were detained in custody, pending 
investigation. Arrangements were being made 
for calling out military assistance when the 
order was cancelled. This was due to the 
authorities permitting the two arrested leaders 
to address the strikers from. a window in the 
City Chambers, when Gallagher and Kirkwood 
counselled the gathering to march off in an 
orderly procession, as no more could be done 
that day. Thereafter the strikers broke up 
into sections, and marched to district centres. 

Wild scenes of disorder broke out at several 
junctions, notably near Glasgow Oross. While 
shop looting was indalged in at Paisley road, 
west, a mob attacked a jeweller named Hunter, 
felled him to the ground, and looted his ey « 
stock valued at over £2,000 being stolen. At 
Renfield street a tobacconist’s shop was simi- 
larly dealt with, and the stock looted. Shop 
windows were also broken in other districts, 
including those belonging to héwspaper firma, 

Fully two dozen tramcars were so damaged 
and smashed that they had. to be withdrawn 
from thé service. During the afternoon ‘the 
electric current for public illumination tem- 
porarily failed, and shops, restaurants, and 
picture houses were in darkness. Happily this 
was soon rectified, and in the interval candles 
were requisitioned. ' 

SUDDEN OUTBREAK OF RIOT. 

Rioting broke out afresh Íster in the after- 
noon, but little of a serious nature marked 
these demonstrations. The outbreak of the 
riot was as sudden as it proved sensational. 
The Strike Committee, headed by Councillor 
Shinwell, the Chairman, had invited tae 
strikers to a mass open-air gathering in George 
Square, where they were to await the reply 
which the Lord Provost had-invited from the 
Government. 

About roon tens of thousands “of 
men, headed by bands and carrying ban- 
ners, bearing the words “Justice,” converged 
from the various industrial areae into George

The arrival of the strikers’ y was the 
signal for a cheering demonstration, and there- 
after ten members, including Councillor Shin- 
well and Mr. Neil Maclean, M.P. for Govan, 
entered the City Chambers, ‘and asked for the 
Lord Provost. At that moment his lordshio 
was in private conference with several repre- 
sentative members of the Shipbuilding and En- 
gineers’ Federation, while a special meeting of 


| the magistrates was being held to discuss the 


strike situation. The strikers’ delegates wers 
accommodated in a waiting-room, but after a 
few minutes’ imterval signs of rioting were 
heard. The delegates saw t police draw 
batons, whereupon Mr. Shinwell and his col- 
leagues rushed into the Lord Provost’s room, 
re | hotly protested that what was happenin z 
outside was a breach of the compact. The Lord 
Provost replied that he was not free at tke 
moment, whereupon the delegates. hurried down- 
stairs, out to the square, and were caught in 
the mob. 

The first outbreak was due to an attempt to 
hold up the tramcars, which pass along three 
sides of the square. A dense crowd flockel 
across the rails, and so obstructed the traffic 
that the woman driver in the foremost tram 
was compelled to pull up. A band of strikers 
seized the trolley pole, and pulled it off the live 
wire. Then ensued a dramatic incident, which, 
in a measure, was the genesis of the riot. 


YOUNG SOLDIER’S PART. 

A young soldier in khaki who was a spectator 
jumped cn to the rear platform, replaced the 
trolley, tied the rope securely to the prass pole, 
and, extending his arms across the ‘breadth otf 
the platform, defied the strikers to board tke 
ear. For a few seconds the crowd paused, bus 
ultimately turned their attention to. the fron 
platform, where the woman. driver was: jeer24 
and hooted. Two dozen police were:in the 
vicinity, and they endeavoured to clear a pas- 
sage, but were roughl; josti4d. A few missiles 
were thrown, and, as the crowd became more 
menacing, an order was given to draw batona. 
This was the sigyal for an ugly rush at the con- 
stables, who then laid about vigorously. Several 
persons dropped to the pavement, several drip- 
ping with blood. One man had his head par- 
tially opened, and he lay writhing on tne 
ground. Meanwhile, the square was.in a fer- 
ment, dense crowds surging te get clear, while 
others were struggling against the police. 

At this juncture a strong contingent of polica, 
including about a dozen mounted officers, doe- 
peeved from the quadrangles, of the City Cham- 

rs, where they had been held in readiness. 
Drawing batons, these constables joined in the 
attack, ahd ultimately steceeded im clearing the 
mob from the front of the City Chambers, while 
scores of daring strikers,-who had perched cn 
the top of the Gladstone and other monumenss, 
were forcibly ejected... Many women and 
children who had innocently turned. out to watch 
the procession got mixed up in the mé/ée. 

Excitement and alarm increased when doctors 
and civilians were seen conVeying or assistiig 
the injured into the City Chambers. There 
they were laid out in the loggia and.corridors. 
ee age officials improvised bandages, etc., 
while the Medical Officer of Healt and his staff 
hurried to the assistance of the injured: 


LEADERS ARRESTED. 

After the first charge there was a lull, but 
it was short-lived: Shortly ‘after the first out- 
break, the strike delegation rushed from the 
Chambers to the square Kirkwood ran out 
and held up his hands, apparently appealing 
for order while he would address the crowd, but 
he got only a few yards when he was mixed up 
in a rowdy crowd, where the police were using 
their batons, and Kirkwood received a stroke on 
the head which felled him for the moment, He 
was thén seized and taken inside the building. 
Gallagher, who had remained outside while the 
the delegation were in in the Chambers, was 
addressing a crowd from the plinth .of the 
Gladstone statue, when he was. caught)in the 
seething mob and injured. He was subse- 
quently arrested. 

It was now hoped that the weret was over, 
but the wildest perioa followed. Shortly after 
the sound of a brass band approaching was 
heard above the din, and the next minute it 
swung into the square, followed by at least 
10,000 more strikers, who had been delayed en 
route from the outlying districts. News of this 
augmented force was communicated to the Lord 
Provost, who, with the Sheriff, the Town Clerk, 
and Chief Constable, were in waiting upstairs. 


THE RIOT ACT READ. 

So threatening did the situation become that 
the Sheriff and the Lord. Provost decided to 
proceed out to the square, the Sherif carrying 
with him a copy of the Riot. Act. A strong 
posse of police acted as a body , and, as 
the front had been cleared, the legal and civic 
officials were easily observed from all 
Jeering and hooting coves the , who were 
then joined by Mr. Maclean, M.P. The latter 
pleaded with the Lord Provost to liberate the 
arrested strike leaders or to withdraw the police, 
with drawn batons, as a sobering measure. This
